1 . IN RESPONSE TO AMBASSADOR ENDERS' MESSAGE (TOSEC 
200085) REPORTING MACEACHEN'S PREFERENCE TO LIMIT A 
WASHINGTON VISIT TO ONE DAY-AUGUST 17- YOU HAVE AGREED 
(SECTO 20044) THAT THE MACEACHEN VISIT BE SO ORGANIZED. 

PRIOR TO RECEIPT OF YOUR CABLE, AMBASSADOR ENDERS WAS IN 
FORMED THAT MACEACHEN HAD COME TO ACCEPT AN OVERNIGHT VISIT 
AS THE MOST COMFORTABLE ARRANGEMENT BUT PREFERRED AUGUST 
17-18, IF YOUR SCHEDULE PERMITTED. MACEACHEN AGREED WITH 
AN AUGUST 16-17 VISIT IF YOU PREFER. WE BELIEVE AN OVER- 
NIGHT VISIT MORE SUITABLE THAN A ONE-DAY STOP AS IT WOULD 
ALLOW YOU TO INITIATE THE VISIT WITH A SOCIAL DINNER AND

WOULD BE MORE IN KEEPING WITH THE ARRANGEMENTS MADE BY 
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MACEACHEN FOR YOU IN OTTAWA. MACEACHEN HAS ALSO INDICATED 
THAT IF THERE ARE TWO SOCIAL OCCASIONS HE WOULD LIKE TO 
HOST ONE; HIS HOSTING THE SECOND DAY LUNCHEON WOULD BE 
ENTIRELY APPROPRIATE. WHETHER THE DATES ARE AUGUST 16-17. 

OR 17-18 WOULD DEPEND ON YOUR WISHES. 

2. AMBASSADOR ENDERS HAS ALSO INFORMED US THAT MACEACHEN 
HAS SUGGESTED THAT YOU CONSIDER COMING TO CAPE BRETON, 

NOVA SCOTIA (MACEACHEN'S HOME) FOR THE TALKS. CLEARLY, 

YOUR GOING TO CAPE BRETON WOULD BE A PERSONAL COUP FOR 
MACEACHEN AND WOULD ALSO BE A DELIGHTFUL SCENIC VENUE FOR 
THE TALKS. THE DISADVANTAGES WOULD BE THE ADDITIONAL TIME 
REQUIRED OF YOUR SCHEDULE BECAUSE OF THE REMOTENESS OF 
CAPE BRETON AND ALSO THE FACT THAT YOU WOULD AGAIN BE THE 
GUEST OF MACEACHEN RATHER THAN ALLOWING YOU TO REPAY HIS 
HOSPITALITY IN OTTAWA LAST FALL. ON BALANCE, WE BELIEVE 
THAT YOU SHOULD PROCEED WITH PLANS TO HOST THE MEETING IN 
WASHINGTON.
